COURT SAYS BRIBERY WAS IMPOSSIBLE. 


The main point upon which the Supreme 
Court reversed the judgment was that 
Sec. 27, Article 6 of the eity charter of St. 
Louis places the jurisdiction of awarding 
the garbage contract solely upon the 
Board of public improvements, and not with 
the board ot health, of which Dr. Chap- 
man was a member.

ed bribery, the ordinance authorizing 
the letting of the contract for the re- 
moval of garbage had not been ap-

us. This case should not and will not be 
made an exception. The rules of law should 
not be relaxed to reverse it, nor should 
they be expected to affirm it. 

“The law must be universal in its appli- 
cation; and as applicable to this case fair- 
ly and reasonably interpreted, must at last 
be the solution of the question involved.’’ 

Here the city ordinance is recited in full. 

“The health commissioner,” says the 
court, “and the board together have a gen- 
eral supervision over the eity eleemosynary 
institutions, also over nuisances in the city, 
but while they can condemn a nuisance, if 
any public work is required in abating it, 
such work rhust be contracted for by the 
board of public improvements. 

They deal primarily and almost ex- 
clusively with questions of health and hy- 
giene. The composition of the board of 
public improvements includes persons who 
are elected or selected for their special fit- 
ness and skill, so that all public work for 
which the city is to pay out of its general 


cial tax bills, shall originate with, be un- 
der the direction and supervision of, and 
subject to the control, judgment, experi- 
ence and skill of the board. e 

“Hence the adoption of the system set 
forth in Sec. 27, article 6, of the charter, 
which not only in the broadest but in the 
most emphatic and most positive terms, 
prohibits the letting of a contrast for pub- 
lic work by any other board or persons 
other than the board of public improve- 
ments, proceeds to detail the manner or 
letting the contract for such public work 
that it can be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder, and then provides that any other 
mode of letting the contract shall be illegal 
and void. 


MOST COSTLY PUBLIC WORKS

The alleged attempted bribery grew out 
of the garbage contract made between the 
city of St. Louis and the St. Louis Sani- 
tary Co., to cover a period of three years, 
at an annual compensation of $134,500. 

Butler was charged with offering Dr. 
Chapman $2500 to secure his favorable vote 
on the contract before its presentation to 
the municipal assembly.

FINDINGS IN CRIMINAL 
CASE COULD NOT BE WED. 


Civil Trial, However, Will Probably 
Be Called Before That of State 
Attorneys for Blair and Company 


Discuss the Case. 


Attorneys for both sides in the federal 
suit of the, Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
against James L. Blair agree that the com- 
pany must prove Blair guilty of forgery as 
alleged in its petition in order to win its 
case and secure a cancellation of his $200,- 
000 policy. 

Since the insurance suit will probably be 
tried before the criminal proceedings are 
taken up in the state courts, it is Hkely. 
therefore, that Blair's first trial on the 
charges against him will de in the federal 
court. 

If this should not be true, however, the 
attorneys agree that any action the state 
courts might take on the indictments would 
have no effect on the insurance suit. 

Henry T. Kent, counsel for Blair in the 
suit, when asked whether the ,insurance 
company must produce a preponderance of 
evidence of Blair's gullt, said: 

The company alleges that Mr. Blair con- 
cealed his forgeries in applying for insur- 
ance. This is one of the grounds on which 
cancellation of his policy is asked. Ob- 
viously, the company must prove that there 
vere forgeries before it can prove they 
were concealed and it must prove them, I 
think, as ‘thoroughly as if the proceeding 
were a criminal trial on the charge of for- 
gery. This must, furthermore, be done in- 
dependently of the criminal proceedings, as 
if no indictments had been returned.“ 

Former Judge John E. MoKeighan, coun- 
sel for the insurance company, said: 

“It is true there are points tn the case 
where we must prove Mr, Blair guilty of 
forgery as alleged in our petition. I hardly 
think we ghall have to go as far in the 
proof as if this were a criminal proceeding, 
but that remains to be seen. I presume we 
should be allowed more latitude in the char- 
acter of evidence we introduce than a crim- 
inal trial would permit, but that, too, is 
a debatable question which only the trial 


Will determine.“

LA GUAYRA, Venezuela, Dec. 9.—The 
French steamer Versailles, which has ar- 
rived here from Savanilla, reports that Co- 
lombian steamers have landed 1100 men, 
from Cartagena, near the mouth of the At- 
rato river (on the Gulf of Darien) to open 
a way over the Darien mountains into Pan- 
ama.

than the use of its witnesses. There is lit- 
tle object, he said, for the insurance com- 
pany to help the state. 

The main contention in the insurance 
suit,“ he explained, is not that Blair com- 
mitted forgeries, but that he concealed 
them from the company in apriying for 
insurance. That the company must prove 
Blair guilty of forgery to win its case is only 
incidental. It cannot prove he concealed for- 
gertes unless it first proves that he com- 
mitted them. 

“As a result of this condition, much evi- 
dence that would not be ble as 
roof of guilt in a criminal trial will stand 
n the insurance suit, which is, a civil pro- 
ceeding. The rules of evidence are 
less strict in civil than in criminal 
practice. For instance, Blair's admissions 
assuming that such have „ may 
be introduced in the insurance suit. 

‘The insurance company has not an easy 
task, however. It must introduce a pre- 
ponderance of evidence of Blair's guilt. 
There must be no reasonable doubt. 

“It should be reme that In a gen- 
eral way the insurance company charges a 
great deal more than is con ned in the 
indictments. 

“The indictments charge only two for- 
geries in the Blow estate. The tition in 
the insurance suit covers virtually the en- 
tire Blair story, as given by James T. Rob-

St. Louis is made the basis for thé prac- 
tical demonstration of the effectiveness of 
long-distance tubes, the ultimate alm of the 
Universal Pneumatic Tube Service Co. be- 
ing to construct a line between St. Louis 
and New York. The promoters predict that 
this distance, 1000 miles, can be covered in 
seven hours.

Forty Jersey cows, traveling like opera 
queens in palace cars with coteries of at- 
tendants, are arriving in St. Louls by 
twos and threes and takiag apartments at 
the World's Fair grounds.

With her—not in the same car, but 
on the same train—came W. Gettys, secre- 
tary of the American Jersey Cattle Club 
who, later in the day, met with the other 
two members of the comrnttee, J. J. Rich- 
ardson of Davenport, Io., and George Peer 
of Rochester, N. Y., to attend to prelimin- 
ary details of the selection of representa- 
tives which shall establish the supremacy 
of the Jersey over other fine cows. 

The meeting was held in the Adminis- 
tration building at the World's Fair 
grounds, when application was formally 
made for an extension of the space As- 
signed the queens of the dairy, and plans

Marshal Simmons of the southern district 
of Alabama today made public his resigna- 
tion, tendered to President Roosevelt two 
weeks ago. He says: 15

and that is that the color line is drawn and 
drawn in favor of the negroes, and the 
door of hope is closed to the white man, 
especially any self-respecting white man. 
In view of the foregoing,’ which I under- 
stand, embodies your policy, as practically 
enforced by your referees, and to which 1 
Will not subscribe, I beg to hereby tender 
my resignation as marshal of the southern 
district of Alabama.“ . 

In commenting Mr. Simmons said: 
‘I do not believe there are a dozen 
negro voters in Alabama who would vote 
for Roosevelt or anybody else unless they 
were paid for it.“

Max 
Pam and C. M. Schwab are two importnat 
witnesses remaining to be heard, but coun-

Mr. Guthrie re- 
peated his protest against this letter 
being furnished to the press, evoking a 
warm reply from Counsel Untermeyer, who 


declared that he did not propose to sub- 


mit to. any moze “dyspeptic behavior“ on 
the part of counsel; said that Mr. Guthrie 
had himself given out unintroduced testi- 
mony for publicauon, and made a formal 
Statement before the examiner in regard to 
Mr. Guthrie's protests about publicity. 

Mr. Guthrie characterized this statement 
s “almost indecent,” and the lie was 
passed on both sides, Mr. Guthrie speak- 
ing of “deliberate. falsehood’’ on the part 
of Mr. Untermeyer, who replied in terms 
equally strong. 

A copy of the Alexander letter enclosed 


marked for identitication. 
Mr. Perkins was then asked to tell in 


detall how he came to cable t@ Paris the 
message introduced yesterday, referring to 
‘the interest of Mr. Schwab and his 
friends“ in the Ship Bnuilding company. 
He told of three requests made by Col. 
McCook of Alexander & Green, the first 
time asking that Morgan & Co. cable to 
hteir Paris house an indorsement of the 
Ship Building company. This was refused. 

Mr. McCook then asked that the Paris 
branch be informed that Messrs. Schwab, 
Nixon, Dresser and others were interested 
in the company; that the properties were 
valuable and that the men interested were 
recommended. Mr. Perkins consented to 
send a cablegram on July 30 to the purport 
of Mr. Schwab and his friends are in- 
terested. in the new ship building plant 
and would be very glad’’ to have the 
Paris house take Bs “cordial interest in 
it as is consistent, 

Mr. Perkins did not recall that Col. Me- 
Cook told him anything of the condition of 
the French underwriting or why the recom- 
mendation was desired.
